Oct: 9 was Columbus Day 
and the Palm Glade Day Care 
Center was closed for the holi- 
day. When Sylvia Walker 
opened the center Tuesday 
morning, what she saw 
brought tears to her eyes. The 
center had been broken into 
and the entire building was 
trashed. 

Paint and excretment had 
been smeared'on walls, bul- 
letin boafds, floors, tables and

puters were covered with paint 
and glue. The mess was 
described to resemble that of'a 


"shack". 

Functioning under the 
direction of the Division of 
Headstart and Children's Ser- 
vices of Palm Beach County, 
the center is managed by Betty 
J. Caldwell. 

Mrs. Caldwell said when 
she received a phone call from 
Ms. Walker informing her of 
the break-in; she immediately 
informed her to contact Palm 
Glade Security personhel and 
the sheriff's department. 

When students began arriv- 
ing to the center, they had to 
be turned away. 

Mrs. Caldwell said as far as 
she can determine at this time, 
nothing is missing from the 
center. She. said. she: estimates 
the damage to be over $30,000. 

It is unknown when the 


ter was vandalized because of 
the long weekend. 

One parent was outraged 
because of the incident and 
said "that goes to show you 
about the security at Palm 
Glade," Security personnel at 
the complex would not com- 
ment on the break-in. 

Mrs. Caldwell said she is 
unsure when the center will 
begin to receive children again. 
"This is going to take some 
days of cleaning,” she said. 

According to Mrs. Caldwell, 
the complex's maintenance 
staff, the center staff, and the 
building service of Palm Beach 
County will assist in the clean 
up.

A memorial servicé for 
Harden will be held Saturday 
in the Pahokee High School 
Gym.

I have been with the 
Pahokee Fire Department 
for 12 years. In that 12 
years there have been four 
fire deaths that I can recall. 
That is four too many. 

We currently teach fire 
prevention to elementary 


grade students and others 
upon request. It is our goal 
to have a fire safe communi- 
ty.-Education is the only 
prevention’ tool widely 
available to teach people 
the dangers of fire. 
Smoking materials, 
matches, lighters, kerosene

78 percent of all U.S. fire 
deaths occurred in home 
fires. Nationwide there is. a 
fire death every 111 min- 
utes. There were 28,700 
injuries: of civilians, of 
which 21,100 occurred in 
the home. ` Firefighter 
deaths numbered 74 in that 
same year with 97,700 fire- 
fighter injuries. 

We must teach and prac- 
tice common sense fire safe- 
ty precautions throughout 
the year and not just in 
October every year.

Solid Waste Authority tar, 
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gets fluorescent lights 


and mercury containing devices for collection · . 


Residents of Palm Beach 
County are encouraged to 
bring fluorescent lamps, mer- 
cury, and other mercury con- 
taining devices (MCDs) to the 
Solid Waste Authority. of Palm 
Beach County's (SWA) House- 
hold Hazardous Waste Facility 
(HHWF). 

"Fluorescent lights have 
been identified as containing 
small amounts of mercury. In. 
addition, there are several oth- 
er types of devices used in the 
home that may contain mer- 
cury. These are: thermometers, 
switches, thermostats, and spe- 
cialized lights known as HID's 
which include mercury vapor, 
metal halide, and high pres- 
sure sodium lamps. Even some 
tennis and sport shoes wit 
lights, contain mercury. Resi- 
dents may bring these items to 
the HHWF, along with other 
regularly collected household 
hazardous wastes, "said Bob 
Madden, assistant director of 
hazardous waste programs. 

Mercury is a known toxic 
metal and can cause long last- 
ing harm if released into the 
environment. Florida has 
recently banned the incinera- 
tion of MCDs. The HHWF will 
package these materials and 
Ship then to specialized recy- 
clers. Materials separated and 
recycled from MCDs include 
mercury, glass, aluminum, and 
phosphor powder. * 

Commercial generators of 
mercury containing lamps and 
MCDs are required to manage 
their own wastes and are not 
eligible to utilize the HHWF. 
However, the facility will pro- 
vide a list of recycling contacts 4 
for commercial generators. 
This list is compiled by the 
State of Florida. 

In addition, the SWA in coop- 
eration with Florida Power and 
Light (FPL), is studying-ways 
to collect light tubes from com- 
mercial businesses by conduct- 
ing a pilot project under the 
direction of the State of Flori-, 
da. This project will produce > 
written guidance to all sectors
